That the Convocation will be held in the Theatre, and the Academical Performances 
begin each Day at 11 O Clock exactly, and be concluded with the Speech in Comme- 
moration of the Benefactors, by the Publick Orator, according to the Intention of the 
Right Honourable NATHANIEL Lord C REM, ſometime Lord Biſhop of Durham. 

That the Heads of Houſcs, Doctors, Profeſſors, Proctors, and Partakers of Lord 
CrEw's Benefaction are deſired to meet at Trinity College Hall, at 10 o Clock, on 
Wedneſday, in their Scarlet Gowns and Reſpective Habits, in Order to proceed with 
the Vice-Chancellor from thence to the Theatre. 

You are farther defir'd to let Them know, That the riſing Semicircle of the Theatre 
is reſerv'd for the Noblemen and Doctors; And That the encloſure within the Rail 
is the Place for Maſters of Arts; That the Gallery behind the Doctors in the Circular 
Part of the Theatre, and the Eaſt and Weſt-ward Side Gallerys are reſerv'd for La- 
dies and Strangers: That the Upper Gallery above the Noblemen and Doctors is ap- 
pointed for Gentlemen Commoners and Batchelors; And That the Upper Gallerys 
Eaſt and Weſt- ward are for Under- Graduate Scholars of Houſes and Commoners; The 
reſt of the Area for Batlers, Servitors, Cc. 

For preſerving Order, there are, beſide the Curators of the Theatre, appointed Se- 
veral Proctors of it, who, according to the Statute in that behalf, are to take Care that 
the Publick Peace be not diſturb d; And that All Perſons be plac'd in the aforeſaid Sta- 
tions; for whoſe Aſſiſtance, Officers and Door-keepers will be appointed to execute their 
Commands. 

It is ſtrictly requir d, That All Perſons do Appear in their Statutable Habits, and 
That, avoiding all Appearances of Perſonal Inſult and Offence, They will endeavour 


to preſerve that Reputation of good Order and Decency which becomes Gentlemen of 
a liberal Education, and may do Honour to the Univerſity.
